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A LOOK BACKWARD 


During the latter part of the summor of 1940 
the Board of Education of District Number 401 felt 
that compliance with the new transportation law of 
the State of Illinois would be a progressive step 
in the right direction. The result was the pur- 
chase of two new buses and the improvement of the 
newer of the buses then owned by the district. 
This fleet of buses passed the rigid state inspec- 
tion which Illinois has adopted, and which is now 
the National School Bus Standard. The result of 
this improvement of equipment is that the state 
transportation refund is made available to this 
district, but most important of all is that every 
parent can be confident that his child is being 
taken to and from school in the safest, most up- 
toedate conveyance that can bo purchased, 


Not only are the buses safe, but the drivers 
of the buses are now under strict state supervi- 
sion. Each is a licensed chauffeur, even the re- 
lief driver, and each has passed the strict physi- 
cal examination administered by the state. In 
addition to this examination each had to pass a 
thorough test concerning traffic rules of the 
state of Illinois. 


High lights of the year were the Christmas 
program consisting of "A Christmas Dream," preson- 
ted by the lower grades and "Christmas in Review," 


‘presented by the upper grades and high school; the 


open house program consisting of slides takon at 


. the school which depicted learning activities that 


are daily occurrences at the Ben Funk School; and 
the co=recreational games in which all members of 
the community participated at the February Commun- 
ity meeting. 
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A LOOK FORWARD 


Mr. C. E. Vick, Assistant State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and Mr. W.B, Brigham visited 
the Ben Funk School and recommended that the high 
school be recognized for the coming year, and that 
the grade school again be granted superior recog- 
nition. The report sent to the school as a result 
of this visit stated among other things that the 
state was definitely impressed with the improve- 
ment of instruction and the organization of matere- 
ials from the first to the oleventh year, and that 
the building is more sanitary, and the interior 
decoration has definitely improved the appearance 
of the school. Hence, the parents and patrons of 
this school can look forward to another good year 
under tho favorable auspices of county and state 
school officials, 


The faculty again joined the National Educa- 
tion Association and the Illinois Education Assoe 
ciation again ranking Ben Funk with a one hundred 
per cent membership in the major professional 
educational organizations. We take this opportun- 
ity to remind the pupils, parents, and other 
patrons of the school that we will be without the 
services of Wayne Van Huss who is going to give a 
year to the defense of America, and Lilabelle 
Traylor who will devote her full time to homo- 
making. 


Contemplated changes to be made during the 
coming year are--the reroofing of the school house 
‘and the teacherage, and the construction of a cis- 
tern to serve as a reservoir for watcr to be uscd 
in caso of fire. Both of these changes will soon 
pay for themselves in reduced insurance costs, but 
most important of all is that protection and safe- 
ty will be added for those precious little future 
Americans who use the building daily.
